~ John St. Loe Strathey, formerly 
editor of the Spectator, was born 
at Sutton Court, Somerset,” in 
February,,1860. _ His father was 
Sir E. Stractey and his mother a 
daughter of J. Addington Symonda. 
Edueated. at Balliol _Colloge, 
Oxford, where he ‘took a first In 
modern ‘history; ‘he was called to 
the'bar, but went in’ for journa- 
lism.
